Togolese seize their Paris embassy 

PARIS, Jan. 12 (R)— A group of about 50 Togolese opposed to 
the rule of President Gnassingbe Eyadema today seized their 
country's Paris embassy and demanded talks with the Lome 
authorities. A spokesman for the demonstrators, who belong to 
the Togolese Movement for Democracy (MTD), said they were 
demanding that the country’s national day be celebrated on April 
27 — the anniversary of independence from France — and noi on 
Jan. 13 as at present. The spokesman said Jan. 13 was the date of 
the military coup which brought to power “General Eyadema and 
his anti-democratic regime” in 1967. He said the embassy would 
be held until the Togolese government agreed to the release of 
political prisoners and the organisation of fair, free elections.

TABRIZ, Iran, Jan. 12 (R)--Iran’s 
revolutionary authorities today

(MPRP) after seizing its Tabriz head- 
quarters in a midnight gun battle. 


Revolutionary guards loyal to 
Iranian leader Ayatollah Ruhol-

reported.

The Islumic conference needs 
the support of two thirds of the 42 
countries in the Islamic Con- 
ference Organisation. 

In Vienna, however, a senior 
Palestinian official backed Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan, say- 
ing Moscow had rendered “self- 
less help” to rhe Kabul gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Farouk Kaddoumi, head of 
the political department of the 
Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation, said in a dinner speech in 
Sofia last night the revolutions in 
Iran and Afghanistan had struck a 
heavy blow against imperialism. 

In Muscat, the ruler of Oman 
told Britain that his Gulf state 
faces a threat from Soviet 
involvement in neighbouring 
South Yemen. 

A spokesman for British Fore- 
ign Secretary Lord Carrington 
told reporters after a two-hour 
meeting last night between 
Oman's Sultan Qabous Bin Said 
and Lord Carrington, who is in 
Oman to discuss the Soviet milit- 
ary intervention in Afghanistan, 
that during the meeting, which 
concentrated on the implications 
of the Soviet intervention, Sultan 
Qabous emphasised the threat 
posed by the Russians in South 
Yemen. 

The Soviet Union and South 
Yemen have signed a friendship 
treaty. Under the terms of a simi- 
lar pact with Afghanistan, the 
Russians despatched troops to 
support the coup which installed 
President Babrak Karma! . 

Lord Carrington today visited 
the strategic Strait of Hormuz, the 
gateway to the Gulf which sup- 
plies about 70 per cent of the 
industrialised countries' crude oil 
requirements. 

The British foreign secretary, 
who has already visited Turkey, 
will fly to Saudi Arabia tomorrow. 
He will then visit Pakistan and 
India. 

In Tel Aviv. U.S. Ambassador 
Samuel Lewis said today 
Washington rejected the idea of 
American-Israeli military coop- 
eration against a Soviet threat in 
the Middle East as it would 
weaken the support of Arab and 
other Muslim “moderates”. But 
he added the U.S. had not ruled 
out such cooperation in the future 
if the situation calls for it. 

Ambassador Lewis told an 
Israel television interviewer: “It is 
very important to mobilise as 
much support as possible from the 
moderate countries of the Islumic 
world against the kind of threats

Soviet troops defeet to Muslim 
rebels fighting Kabul regime 


ISLAMABAD, Jan. 12 (Agen- 
cies) — Fourteen Soviet troops of 
Asian origin have defected to 
Muslim Insurgents fighting 
Afghanistan's Moscow -backed 
government, a spokesman for the 
Hezbe Islami rebel group said 
today. 

The spokesman said the defec- 
tors were Tadzhiks from the 
Soviet republic borde ring 
Afghanistan to the north. Tad- 
zhiks also form an important 
minority in Afghanistan. 

The soldiers told the insurgents 
they thought they were being serit 
elsewhere in the Soviet Union on 
manoeuvres when they left 
Tashkent for Afghanistan, lhe 
spokesman added. 

He said they entered a house in 
Kalakan. 20 kilometres north of 
Kabul about three days ago. and 
announced they wanted io join the 
rebels. 

The spokesman said the Hezbe 
Isiami group would use it clan- 
destine radio transmitter to 
broadcast appeals for other Soviet 
troops to defect. 

Other insurgent spokesmen 
said more fighting was going on in 
nonhem Badakhshan province 
between the red army and rebels 
who say they control most of the 
mountainous region. 

They said Soviet paratroops 
landed near Kism, west of the pro- 
vincial capital of Faizabad, yes- 
terday and engaged the insurgents 
in buttle in the deep snow. The 
spokesman said up to 10 Soviet 
soldiers had been killed. 

According to several reports 
reaching Islamabad from 


insurgent and other sources. 
Faizabad was captured by the 
rebels early this week, although 
Afghan army units were still 
believed to be in the town as well. 

Guerrilla sources said fighting 
between the rebels and the 
Afghan army was continuing 
around Jalalabad, a garrison town 
on the road between Kabul and 
the Khvber Pass. 

.They said the road from 
Jalalabad to the capital was cut in 
two places. Four districts in rebel 
hands around Jalalabad were 
being pounded b\ aircraft and 
artillery, the sources added. 

Washington, representatives of 
the world's largest wheat export- 
ing nations held a strategy meeting 
today amid signs of grow ing sup- 
port for a LlS.-led grain embargo 
against the Soviet Union. 

As the day-long private meeting 
opened in one part of the state 
department. Secretary' of State 
Cyrus Vance was holding a meet- 
ing in his office with Pakistan's 
foreign minister, Mr. Agha Shahi. 

Officials declined comment on 
the Vance-Shahi talks. It was 
assumed they centred on dis- 
cussion of a possible resumption 
of U.S. military aid to Pakistan fol- 
lowing Soviet intervention in 
neighbouring Afghanistan.

In Moscow, President Leonid 
Brezhnev tonight accused the west 
of telling “mountains of lies" 
about events in Afghanistan and 
said the United States had acted in 
a dangerous and contemptuous 
way. 

Referring to the retaliatory 
measures taken by the U,S. fol- 
lowing the Soviet action in 
Afghanistan, Mr. Brezhnev said: 
“By doing this the Carter 
administration is displaying con- 
tempt for important inter-state 
documents and is disrupting estab- 
lished ties in the fields of science, 
culture and human contacts.” 

The Soviet leader said in answer 
to questions from the Communist 
Party newspaper Pravda that such

Demirel, Ecevit 


hold rare meet 


ANKARA, Jan. 12 (R)--Turkish 
Premier Suleyman Demirel and 
his long-time political foe, Mr. 
Bulent Ecevit, had a rare three- 
hour meeting here today, fol- 
lowing a tough warning from 
military chiefs that they should 
cooperate to tackle Turkey's prob- 
lems. 

Mr. Demirel. chairman of the 
right-wing Justice Party, and Mr. 
Ecevit, leader of the opposition 
Republican People's party (RPP), 
said in separate statements after- 
wards that their meeting had been 
a good beginning. 

Turkey’s armed forces chiefs 
published an ultimatum to the 
politicians two weeks ago urging 
them to curb personal rivalries 
and put an end to daily political 
killings. 

The ultimatum was seen as a 
strong hint of possible military 
takeover if the political climate 
did not improve. 

Mr. Demirel and Mr. Ecevit, 
who dominated Turkish politics 
throughout the past decade, said 
they would meet again as neces- 
sary. 

Mr. Demirel torn reporters the 
problem of street killings by polit- 
ical extremists of both sides was 
the main topic of today’s meeting. 
The latest victims were three ■ 
policemen who died in a gun and 
bomb attack on their station in the 
Mediterranean town of Iskende- 
run last night. 


AkJbor Godard, arrested with 35 
members of his group after a 
sbogt -out in Tehran Dec. 10, is 
alleged to be the leader of the For- 
qan terrorist organisation. The 
group has claimed several political 
assassinations since the February 
revolution last year, including 
former Chief of Staff Gen.

But after a brief council meet- 
ing. the chief U.S. delegate. Mr. 
Donald McHenry, told reporters 
not to expect too much from the 
Iranian move. 

He said the message from the 
authorities in Tehran was vague 
and he personally did not under- 
stand it. 

Other council sources said the 
message seemed to relate to a 
possible package deal that might 
lead to the release of the hostages 
in return for an international 
inquiry into the alleged crimes of 
the deposed Shah. 

The idea ivas discussed with 
Secretary-General Kurt Wal- 
dheim when he was in Tehran last 
week. 

Diplomats said that if the U.S. 
resolution to severe all expons to 
Iran and to sharply curb credit had 
been put to a vote, it would almost 
certainly have been vetoed by the 
Soviet Union. 
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In whose interest? 


WE WOULD like to pass on some observations from an 
independent Beirut newspaper. AI-Liwa, about why most 
Arab states have been critical of the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan. 

“The Arabs are upset." says the paper, “for two main 
reasons. The first is that (the Soviet intervention ) gives the 
\ Americans a pretext to step up their intervention in Iran 
and the Gulf, and the second is that the intervention and its 
political, military and propaganda repercussions tend to 
push the Palestinian and Lebanese questions into the back- 
ground.*' 

AI-Liwa concludes that “the Soviet intervention 
benefits Lhe Americans now and in the foreseeable future 
in their ability to invest it in a campaign to scare the con- 
servative Arab and Islamic states, revive the traditional 
view- that the United States is a protector against the ‘com- 
munist danger' and consolidate American influence in the 
area." 

In generally agreeing with our l.ebanese colleagues’ 
appraisal, we would add that we don’t think anyone in this 
region has any illusions about either the significance of the 
Soviet move in Afghanistan, or its possible ramifications. 
First of all, whether by design or not. the intervention 
forces are pitting themselves against Islamic and nationalist 
forces in Afghanistan. They are also operating in what is 
(was?) ostensibly a non-aligned country. And it is a country 
with undeniable strategic value, although no imperial 
power in the past has ever really been able to turn that 
value to its own advantage. 

At the same time, the Arab countries, while fearing the 
consequences of a possible American response to the. 
Soviet move, are realistic enough to appreciate why the 
United States may feel compelled to react. It is not impor- 
j tarn which came first, the chicken or the egg, if we are all 
| going to end up as ingredients in the omelette. " 
i Having analysed the crisis, what the Arabs must do is to 
i avoid either being drawn into the conflict or permitting it to 
j distract them from the actual business to hand in the 
v,. 3 Arab-Zionist dispute. One does not have to be naive to try 
and avoid over-reacting in a situation like this. It does, as 
the Afghans are discovering, perhaps pay to be more cauti- 
ous in requesting ‘’assistance" from a superpower. 

The Arabs, with their combined blessing and burden of 
oil wealth on the one hand and Zionist occupation on the 
j other, must concentrate their efforts on creating stability 
i for themselves. This can only be done bv continued strenu- 
. t ! ous efforts to resolve the main source of instability in the 
" region. Big powers have national interests. So do little 
1 ones. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT: His Majesty King Hussein's current Arab Gulf tour 
represents a new stage in the vigorous Jordanian moves which aim 
at unifying efforts at the Arab level to face the challenges and 
developments to which the Arab cause and area are exposed. 

Coordinated Arab action is among the necessities the Arabs 
should take into consideration to keep pace with accelerating 
events. Nntura!I>. this requires consultations and exchanges of 
views among Arab leaders. Thus, the significance of King Hus- 
sein's talks with leaders of Arab countries he will visit is clear. 

The Gulf area is now receiving a lot of attention — more than 
at any previous time — for several reasons. some of which relate to 
the international situation. Therefore, concern for this Arab area 
is a prerequisite for a Pan-Arab commitment to the unity of Arab 
destiny. This gives the Jordanian move its vital and Pan-Arab 
significance at the new stage — in which, as in previous stages. 
King Hussein prefers to take the initiative. 

.AL DUSTOUR: King Hussein starts an Arab Gulf tour to confer 
with the leaders of the countries he will visit on issues that concern 
the Arab nation at this critical stage the area is witnessing. 

The extremely sensitive situation is posed by the variables that 
affect the area and have changed many old formulas — beginning 
with the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan and the strained 
American-lranian relations, and ending with what seems to be an 
Egyptian - Israeli - American military alliance in the area, covered 
up by the necessities of defending oil resources and routes and 
deterring the Soviet drive in Central Asia. 

The "most serious consequence of the current confrontation 
between the Soviet Union and the United States in the region is 
the ebbing of international concern over the Palestinian issue and 
the necessity of continuing efforts to attain a just solution. The 
world's attention is now concentrated on dealing with the after- 
effects of the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan, and solving the 
American hostages crisis in Tehran. 

Our fear is that this confrontation may lead to a serious split in 
the unity of Arab ranks with regard to the basic issue of Palestine, 
and involve the Arab countries in the proxy conflict that usually 
accompanies the cold war between the two superpowers. 


Arab towns in Israel 
protest discrimination 


TEL AVIV, Jan. 12 (R) - Arab 
local councils in Israel complained 
today about government dis- 
crimination against them. 

In a statement issued after a 
conference of Arab municipal 
officials in Nazareth, the council 
representatives said the Ministry 
of the Interior rejected, most of 
their requests for aid and took 
months to reply to requests with 
which they agreed. 

The representatives threatened 


to call strikes at all Arab schools in 
Israel later this month if increased, 
funds were not found immediately 
for school construction and 
repairs. 

They also called for revision of 
Arabic school books to bring them 
into line with modern Arab 
thought. 

The representatives did not 
spell out what they meant by this. 

Government officials were 
'unavailable for comment.

AMMAN, Jan. 12 (JNA) — His Highness Crown Prince Hassan, the 
Regent, today chaired a meeting of the higher committee preparing 
for a conference on the history of Greater Syria. The Crown Prince 
spoke briefly during the meeting, held at the University of Jordan, 
underlining the importance of the conference on the Arab, Islamic 
and international levels. He also lauded the subcommittees pre- 
paring for the conference. Anorher speaker was the higher com- 
mittee's secretary general. Dr. Adnan A1 Bakhit, who briefed the 
meeting on the progress of the committee work and said nearly 170 
scholars will be participating in Lhe conference, to be held in Amman 
between April 19 and 24. Of these, he said, 58 participants will be 
from Jordan. The status of Jerusalem will be among the main subjects 
to be discussed at the conference. Dr. A1 Bakhit said. 

AMMAN, Jan. 12 (JNA) — The Occupied Arab Territories Com- 
mittee at the National Consultative Council today elected Mr. 
Khaled Faiyad as chairman and Dr. Carlos Di'raes as its rapporteur. 

AMMAN, Jan. 12 (JNA) — The Ministry of Supply today referred 54 
merchants to the military court for violations of supply regulations. 

AMMAN, Jan. 12 (JNA) — A number of emergency telephones will 
be put into operation on Tuesday, according to a spokesman for the 
■ Civil Defence Department. He said the telephone, installed by the 
Telecommunications Corporation along main roads, will enable 
people in distress to call for help or to report incidents. The duration 
of a telephone call will be limited to three minutes, after which the 
caller will be automatically cut off. To make this service clearer, the 
spokesman said, the department, in cooperation with Jordan Tele- 
vision, will make a demonstration to the public soon. The new service 
will initially cover the Amman and Irbid govern orates, but will later 
be extended to cover the rest of the country, the spokesman said. 

AMMAN. Jan. 12 (JNA) — The Development Bank of 
Municipalities and Village Councils granted loans to talling JD 
3 .340,488 to various municipalities for 162 projects around the coun- 
try in the past year, the bank's director, Mr. Hajem Tal, said today. 
Among these, he said, there were 16 electricity projects, 78 for 
building schools, 14 water projects, two sewer projects. 22 street 
projects and 25 buildings for public utilities. 

AMMAN, Jan. 12 (JNA) — A week-long seminar on managing 
scientific research work opened at the Royal Scientific Society (RSS) 
today. Participants will discuss the role of Arab scientific research 
centres in development, the drawing-up of research programmes, the 
transfer of technology, determining relations between research work 
and the environment and a science and technology policy for the 
Arab World. Delegations representing various Arab scientific 
research institutions are taking part in the seminar, which was organ- 
ised by the RSS in cooperation with the Baghdad-based Arab Union 
of Scientific Research Councils. 

AMMAN. Jan. 12 (JNA) — A two-man technical team left for Aden, 
South .Yemen today to help' in establishing an agricultural credit 
bank. During a two-week stay in South Yemen, The team" will carry 
out a feasibility study on establishing the bank, and then help enact its 
laws and regulations, a source at the Jordanian Agricultural Credit 
Corporation said. The team’s mission comes at the request of the 
U.N. Food and Agricultural Organisation (FAO) in agreement with 
the two countries, with the purpose of developing agricultural pro- 
duction in South Yemen. 

AMMAN, Jan. 12 (JNA) — Minister of Justice Najib Irsheidai 
opened here today a three-day meeting of the Arab lawyers' union. 
Tile participants, who represent eleven Arab states, will discuss 
among other things a projected international seminar that will 
discuss means of promoting the defence: of Arab detainees in Israeli 
jails, a seminar on unifying laws in the Arab World, current Arab 
affairs, the union's activities and its 1980 budget. Taking part in the 
meeting are delegates from Jordan. Syria, Iraq, Lebanon. Bahrain, 
Sudan, South Yemen. Tunisia, Algeria, the United Arab Emirates 
and Palestine. 

AMMAN, Jan. 12 (JNA) — The Health Ministry has received two 
Landrover cars as donation from the United Nations Children's Fund 
(UNICEF) to help in promoting the ministry's mother and child care 
programme. UNICEFs representative in Amman handed the cars 
over to the ministry today. The U.N. agency had earlier donated 
three cars to the ministry . 

AMMAN. Jan. 12 (JNA) — Iraq is to dispatch a number of resear- 
chers in solar energy to Jordan to familiarise themselves with the 
solar energy programme of the Royal Scientific Society (RSS), 
according to an agreement reached by the RSS and the Iraqi scientific 
research centre. RSS Deputy Director General Fakhreddin Daghes- 
tani announced the agreement here today upon his return from a 
four-day visit to Baghdad, where he held talks on the implementation 
of a Jordanian Iraqi scientific agreement signed last year. He said the 
two sides also agreed on training Iraqi technicians in the manufacture 
and operation of solar water heaters at the RSS.

RSS study of Amman 
area soil gets under way 


AMMAN, Jan. 12 (JT) - Two 
British experts on soil com- 
position started work today at the ■ 
Royal Scientific. Society as part of 
a three-year joint research project 
to analyse the properties of clay in 
different areas of Amman and 
Irbid. 

The two men will be here for 
only two weeks, just long enough 
to instal equipment from the Brit- 
ish government that will be used in 
the laboratory of the RSS' s Build- 
ing Materials Research Centre for 
analysing soil. Dr. Ruhi Sharif, the 
centre’s director, told the Jordan 
Times today. 

When the project is completed 
in three years, the RSS will make 
available a map showing the soil 
composiiit 
Irbid regions 


This information is very va 
uable for engineers, who will use 
“to optimise, their foundatic 
designs." Dr. Sharif said. “W 
want a more scientific approac 
for our engineers. It will mak 
them more confident of their 
selves, instead of trying to guess l 
a sufficient foundation design." 

Too often in Jordan foun 
dations are either made stronge 
than necessary or not stre 
enough. Dr. Sharif said, wh 
results in either unnecessarily hi t 
construction costs or insufficiei 
structural strength. With accural 
information, on soil composition 
such problems can be avoided. 

The joint research project i 
being conducted with the U.K.’ 
Building Research Establishment 
The agreement for the project wa 
signed in August last year. 


Landslide area to be made park

1 AMMAN, Jan. 12 — What has 
been a near disaster for a number 
of residents in Jabai Jofah may 
•well turn out to be a boon for other 
residents in the area. 

Part of the hill already ravaged 
by landslides and threatened with 
further collapse, will never be 
inhabited again. But the evacu- 
ation of the area will, if all goes as 
planned, result in the ' establ- 
ishment of a park which would be 
one of downtown Amman's few 
open, green areas. 

The snows and rains here a 
week ago caused the surface of 
part of Jabai Jofah to slide. As the 
landslide became increasingly 
dangerous. Civil Defence workers 
moved into the area last Sunday 
morning to evacuate four large 
households along a section of road 
part way up the hill. The 100- 
metre road section has been bar- 
ricaded by barbed, wire, and a 
policeman patrols it at all times to 
keep people out. 

A trip to the area today 
revealed long, wide fissures in the 
road. The stone wall supporting it 
(built without reinforcement) is in 
danger of crumbling. As pre- 
cautionary measure, the Civil 
Defence Department has been 
sending patrol trucks to the area 
several times a day to check the 
situation. 

Higher up on the hill, one can 
see the cracks and bulges in stair- 
cases leading up to the abandoned 
houses. Children playing above

Forty metres below the Jabai 
Jofah road, most of a half- 
kilometre long street at its base 
has also been closed off and is 
under police surveillance. One can 
see piles of rocks that recently slid 
down the hill’s slope.

% The Jordan Times also had the 
chance to speak to one of the 
evacuated residents who had 
come back to collect some belong- 
ings. The veranda of the large 
house she lived in had suddenly 
bulged, displacing a large number 
of tiles. A section of the verauda, 
on the edge of the hilt, had caved 
in. . 

Although the house was built 
over twenty-five years ago and 
had housed fourteen people, the 
woman took a pragmatic attitude. 
“We know we will never live here 
again,” she said, added but “now 
that it is so dangerous, we don't 
want to. We have known for a long 
time that the land here was unst- 
able. About ten years ago the 
municipality forbade new build- 
ings here, and the city has always 
■refused to instal! telephones. The 
municipality has promised to 
compensate us — we will simply 


stores, housed in modern stone 
buildings. Ail have been closed by 
the authorities for fear of further 
landslides. Part of the con- 
struction going on for ail addition 
to the suq that would have added 
perhaps 15 more shops has col- 
lapsed.

During the past week, an ad hoc .

has been studying several prop- 
osals for handling the situation. 
However, “we haven't been able 
to find any solution that will slop 
the sliding,” Mr. Assad Abu 
Ziyad, technical adviser to the 
mayor and the head of the com- 
mittee, said today. 

“If there is no further natural 
movement on the slope — such as 
might be caused by another heavy 
rain — within a week, we will force 


a slide ourselves,” be added. 

Before such a move is made, he 
said, engineers will conduct 
further studies to determine the 
exact depth of the sliding surface. 
Preliminary investigations have 
indicated that it is relatively shal- 
low, perhaps only ten metres in 
depth. The shallower the slip sur- 
face, the greater the acceleration 
of the slide movement. Had the 
slip surface been deep on Jabai 
Jofah, thd creep of the slide, he 
said, would have been very small 
over a long period of time. 

The sliding land surface on 
Jabai Jofah was observed over 
thirty years ago. Since then four 
buildings have collapsed on its 
slope during heavy rains. During 
this time, Mr. Abu Ziyad said, the 
municipality has made efforts to 
acquire the land in rhe area. 

The sliding is due to the geolog- 
ical formation on Jubal Jofah, he 
said. It consists of layers of flint 
and marl (a loose earthy deposit of 
sand, silt or clay that contains cal- 
cium carbonate), inclined at a 
sharp angle. Whenever the marl 
becomes saturated, it becomes an

In 
addition, many of the sites located 
are not sizeable settlements, hut 
merely sherd scatters, lithic scat- 
ters, or tombs. 

The 40 - vear-old Dr. 
McDonald, who is an associate 
professor in the Theology 
Department at St. Francis Xavier 
University in Antigonish. Nova 
Scotia, is spending his sabbatical 
year as Annual Professor at the 
American Centre of Oriental 
Research (A COR) here. He 
described for the Jordan Times 
the work that he and his team have 
done, which involves much more 
than simply locating the sites. Sur- 
vey work includes finding a site, 
locating it on u map, recording its 
name (if any), photographing it, 
recording relevant observations, 
and “ sherd ing” it— that is, col- 
lecting pottery sherds (and other 
small artifacts, such as flints) from 
the surface in order to determine 
the site’s dating. “We have made 
sure to locate all of the sites 
recorded by Dr. Glueck,” he 
said— but that was only the begin- 
ning. 

The team depended heavily on 
local inhabitants to find sites and 
identify them by name— although 
most of the sites have no name. In 
each locality they visited, they 
would try to find someone who 
■had lived in the area for a long 
time, to rely on his knowledge of 
the terrain. 

“We found the people of the 
area generally very helpful," Dr. 
McDonald added, mentioning 
especially the people of the village 
of Taffleh, where the team passed 
the nights in a rented house 
(Taftleh marks the southeast 
comer of the area surveyed). 

To plot each site found, the 
team used either a J :25,000 or a 
1 :50,000 contour map of the area. 
Using such large-scale maps made 
it unnecessary to use surveying 
equipment such as transits and 
metre sticks to locate the sites 
precisely— the terrain is distinctive 
enough that any point could be 
determined simply by its rela- 
tionship to the earth’s contours. 
“lt‘s easy enough to get the loca- 
tion within 100 metres using this 
method,” Dr. McDonald said. 

In sherding, the team generally 
attempted to pick up artifacts 
from all over the surface of a given 
site, and to keep everything they 
found, without exception— thus 
attempting to ensure that the rela- 
tive strength of each period of the 
site's occupation was truly rep- 
resented. The pottery collected by 
the team was “read”— classified as 
to period on the basis of stylistic 
variations— by Dr. James Sauer. 
ACQR's director, who served as 
project advisor to the survey team. 

TTie treatment of a site was 
completed by photography and 
three kinds of data sheets filled 
out: site sheets, sample sheets, and 
geotechnical sheets. Site sheets 
would bear photographs, map

references, u description of the 
type of site (village, farm, etc, ) and 
more abstruse information, such 
as the time of day the photographs 
were taken. Sample sheets 
described the results of the sherd- 
ing. and geotechnical sheets the 
physical features of each site's 
setting— there fore two different 
sites, if located close to one 
another, might be covered by the 
same sheet. 

Using such exhaustive methods, 
the team was able to locate sites 
dating to many different periods 
of Jordan's history— though, for 
example, the Roman period is not 
very well represented. Four 
results of the survey are par- 
ticularly interesting ’and. even, 
surprising: 

The team found a quantity of 
remains from the Palaeolithic 
period (500.000-14,000 B.C.) 
“No one has found any 
Palaeolithic in the region before ” 
Dr. McDonald said, “but then, 
nobody has been really looking for 
it.” Sites were identified ranging 
all the way from the Lower 
Palaeolithic through the Early 
Neolithic period. 

The second surprising result is 
the possibility of remains from the 
Middle Bronze period (ca. 
2,000-1,550 B.C.). The presence 
of MB is not very firmly estab- 
lished, but its representation at 
some sites seems clear. 

Remains from the Late Bronze 
period (1.550-1,200 B.C.) are 


also surprisingly extensive. 
Though LB was known to have 
been represenied in the Wadi 
Hasa area, Iasi year s survey has 
shown that the occupation during 
this period was much more exten- 
sive than previously suspected. 

Finally, and perhaps most 
importantly, the team found defi- 
nite evidence of extensive occu- 
pation durine the Iron 1 period 
(1200-918 B.C.). “It has been 
generally accepted,” Dr. 
McDonald said, "that this region 
■was not extensively settled until 
the mid-ninth century 
B.C.— during the Iron II period.” 
The Iron 1 remains found by the 
team, which are even more exten- 
sive than those of the LB period, 
seem to contradict this view. 

Though the results of the survey 
seem to” point to such important 
conclusions. Dr. McDonald was 
quick to point out that his team's 
work cannot be thought of as 
being final. “We did not cover the 
whole area on foot.” he said, "but 
used vehicles for transportation 
pan of the time.” This is impor- 
tant because one cannot be sure of 
locating all the sites in a given area 
unless it is covered completely on 
foot. Moreover, it is possible that 
someone covering the area under 
different weather conditions, or 
with different training, might find 
sights that this team missed. 

“There is definitely more to be 
done on Wadi Husa's south 
bank,” Dr. McDonald said.

udding that he would like also to 
extend the survey’s work east of 
Wadi Laban, where it now stops. 
He said that many sites found dur- 
ing the survey were interesting 
enough that they ought to be 
excavated— but. unfortunately, 
would most probably never be 
dug, because they are all but inac- 
cessible due to the region's rough 
terrain. 

The Wadi Hasa survey was 
funded by the Humanities and 
Social Science Research Council 
of Canada, and licensed by Jor- 
dan's Department of Antiquities. 
Working on the survey were Mr. 
Ted Banning, a graduate student 
in Near Eastern Studies at the 
University of Toronto, and Mr. 
Larry Pavlich, in the same uni- 
versity's graduate anthropology 
department. 

Antiquities Inspector Mr. Nabil 
Baqa'in was with the team 
throughout fhe survey and, 
according to Dr. McDonald, was 
"a great help.” 

The results of the survey will 
first be formally published in the 
Annual of the Department of 
Antiquities of Jordan, probably in 
the 1980 edition.

Patriotic Front co-leader 
schedules Salisbury rally 


SALISBURY, Jan. 12 (R) - Mr. Joshua Nkomo,’ 
patriarch of Rhodesian black nationalism, was 
scheduled to return home tomorrow from three 
years in exile to face the threat of assassination and 
an uncertain political future. 


After three decades fighting 
white domination of his country, 
Mr. Nkomo will be returning 
seven weeks before elections to 
create Africa's newest inde- 
pendent state of Zimbabwe and 
choose its majority-rule lead- 
ership. 

Because he draws his support 
mainly from the minority Ndebeie 
tribe- which accounts for only IS 
per cent of the seven million popu- 
lation, Mr. Nkomo could well be , 
at a disadvantage at the polls and 
his goal of leading an independent 
Zimbabwe may prove unat-' 
tamable, political sources said. 

Intense security will be in force;

Tire 62-year-old Mr. Nkomo 
has taken out a full-page adver- 
tisement in the Herald newspaper, 
urging his followers to attend a 
mass rally in Salisbury's black 
township of Highfields tomorrow. 

Because of the security, Mr. 
Nkomo will be flown directly from 
the airport to Highfields by 


helicopter. His followers are being 
urged not to mass at the airport to 
see him touch down. 

The rally will be in an open area 
called Zimbabwe Fields— the 
same venue used for earlier rallies 
by outgoing premier Bishop Abel 
Muzonewa, and by the ZANU 
(Zimbabwe African National 
Union) of Mr. Robert Mugabe, 
Mr. Nkorao's co-leader in the Pat- 
riotic Front guerrilla alliance. 

In the numbers game of Black 
African politics, the turn-out will 
be crucial. The ZANU rally, even 
. without Mr. Mugabe who is still in 
exile in Mozambique, drew an 
estimated 80,000 people while 
Bishop Muzorewa's rally drew 
some 50,000.

KHARTOUM, Jan. 12 (R) — An Eritrean jpierriQa spokesman said 
today that5 JOOO Ethiopian troops were killed, wounded or captured m 
a five-day battle for an army base camp at Mahimet, northern 
Eritrea. The ^x>kesman for the Eritrean People's liberation Front 
(EPLF), fighting for the secession of Eritrea from Ethiopia, said in 
Khartoum that the guerrillas took the camp after the battle. 

ZURICH, Switzerland, Jan. 12 (R) — The Nene Zuercher Zeftang, 
the oldest surviving newspaper with a worldwide reputation, today 
celebrated its 200th anniversary with a 120-page jubilee edition. Hie 
newspaper, known throughout Switzerland as the NZZ and across 
the worid for its thoughtful foreign news coverage, fiist appeared as 
the Zuercher Zeitung on Jan. 12, 1780. changing its name to the 
present title in 1821. Its daily circulation is 120,000 copies. 

DORTMUND, West Germany, Jan. 12 (R)— West German police 
have smashed a Turkish drug-smuggling ring and confiscated heroin 
worth $7.2 million at street prices, a police spokesman said yes- 
terday. Most of the 27.5 kilos of heroin was found in a red, mock- 
leather bag on waste ground on the outskirts of Bochum. Nine Turks 
were arrested and Five were in pre-trial custody, the spokesman 
added. The 33-year-old leader of the band smuggled the heroin from 
Turkey into West Germany in a secret compartment built into the 
petrol tank of a mini-bus, he said. 

TOKYO, Jan. 12 (R)— Honda will become the first Japanese motor 
firm to produce cars in the United States under an agreement to build 
a $200 million factory next to its new motorcycle plant in Ohio. 
Honda President Kiyoshi Kawashima told a press conference an 
initial production run of 10.000 small cars a month was planned for 
the factory in Maryville, which would take two years to build. Honda 
last month signed an agreement with Britain's ailing state-owned 
British Leyland company to build a new car. Its move into the United 
States comes at a time when layoffs in the American car industry have 
reached more than 200,000 with domestic sales plunging in favour of 
small, economical vehicles. Japanese car firms have been under 
pressure for some time in the United States, especially from trade 
unions, to start production in America instead of hitting the home 
market with imported cars. Last year, Honda exported 371.700 
vehicles, 67 per cent of its total exports, to the United States. Japan's 
biggest vehicle manufacturer, Toyota has already announced plans to 
boost production in readiness for a small-car battle on the U.S. 
market. 

.WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 (R)— Preadent Carter yesterday stressed 
the importance of the non-violent principles of the late Martin Luther 
K ing in a world beset by violence, tyranny and terrorism. Mr. Carter, 
marking the 51st birthday of the black leader assassinated in 1968, 
said Americans must rememberthe power of non-violence to change 
both institutions and the hearts of individuals. “He taught us to live 
up to our highest principles of freedom and equal justice, to love and 
respect the tiniest spark of humanity in the most unlovable and find 
ways to fan that tiny spark into a lasting flame that would light the 
way to a better worid." the president said. 

KINSHASA, Jan. 12 (R)-China has agreed to train and equip a 
Zaire commando unit, the Zaire news agency, AZAP. said today. 
The agency quoted the Chinese ambassador in Kinshasa as con- 
firming that his country would train a “task-force” of commandos 
and would supply equipment for a brigade. It said the announcement 
was made after talks between the ambassador and officials from 
President Mobutu Sese Seko’s office. France and Belgium have in the 
past been involved in training Zaire's army. 

PANAMA CITY, Jan. 1 2 (R) — The deposed Shah of Iran has no plan 
to leave Panama for a new country of exile, one of his spokesmen said 
yesterday. He was commenting on a U.S. television report that the 
Shah, who arrived on Contadora Island on Dec. IS after cancer 
treatment in the United States, wanted to leave the country. The 
report said the Shah's personal emissary, Mr. Robert Armao, was to 
visit Washington for talks on possible choices of a new country of 
exile with White House Chief of Staff Hamilton Jordan. But White 
House officials said in Washington that there were no plans for Mr. 
Armao to meet Mr. Jordan, who had personally arranged for the 
Shah to go to Panama. 

PEKING, Jan. 12 (R)— China said today that a silver lode with a, 
verified reserve of 250 tonnes had been discovered in the Mivun 
Mountain area northeast of Peking. The New China News Agency 
1NCN A) said deposits of lead and tine, each of around 20.000 tonnes 
and of cadmium and bismuth, had also been found in the area. The 
agency said 65 molybdenum ore veins had been found near an old 
molybdenum mine in northeastern China's Liaoning province. And a 
lead-zinc vein with a verified reserve of one million tonnes had been 
discovered around an old lead-zinc mine in the central province of 
Hunan, NONA said.

Rhodesia, 
Mozambique 
open border 

MA CHIP AN DA Mozambique, 
Jan. 12 (R)— Hundreds of jubilant 
Africans poured across the border 
into Rhodesia today when the 
frontier with Mozambique 
reopened after almost four years. 

Rhodesian immigration offi- 
cials grinned and shook hands as 
the singing and dancing crowd ran 
around the buildings. 

The wire fence separating the 
two countries was ripped down by 
a Mozambique official who 
immediately invited Rhodesian 
officials and waiting journalists 
into Mozambique. 

Signs of the seven-year war evi- 
dent, including a .gaping hole 
caused by a Rhodesian rocket in 
one of the Macbipanda customs 
buildings. 

Throughout the morning, blasts 
-echoed across the valley as 
Rhodesian engineers detonated 
mines a short distance from the 
border posts. 

The first Rhodesian tourists to 
cross the border said they wanted 
to buy some of Mozambique's 
famed prawns. 

The opening was delayed for 
three hours, and Rhodesian offi- 
cials said that under the British 
agreement with Mozambique the 
border would be closed again after 
40 minutes. It will reopen on 
Monday for regular traffic. 

Enthusiastic greeting between 
Rhodesian and Mozambicans con- 
trasted sharply with the bitter 
emnity which has existed between 
the two countries during the war. 

Mozambique has been the main 
base for guerrillas who have fre- 
quently shelled the border town of 
Urn tali. Rhodesian defence forces 
have frequently raided deep into 
Mozambique to strike at guerrilla 
bases. 

The governor of Mozambiqu's 
Manica province, Mr. Manuel 
Antonio, arrived at the border 
post but declined to appear at the 
reopening because, Mozambique 
officials said, British Governor 
Lord Soames was not present. A 
• local political commissar stood in 
for him. 

As the Mozambique delegation, 
with a white flag held aloft, walked 
to the border line, they hardly 
glanced in the direction of two 
loud explosions near the rail line a 
few hundred metres away. 

The Rhodesians are clearing 
their own landmines in pre- 
paration for the resumption of 
traffic. 

Political commissar Enriques 
Madebe announced to those wait- 
ing to cross that, to mark the occa- 
sion, they could make a quick visit 
to the nearest town before the 
border closed again. 

The Mozambicans waived the 
usual visa regulations in a gesture, 
of goodwill and invited journalists 
to travel to the northern part of 
Beira. 


China said to be 
training astronauts 

PEKING, Jan. 12 (R) -- China is training astronauts for future 
manned space flights, according to the Shanghai daily 
Wenhuibao. It said China’s first generation of astronauts had 
already undergone strenuous tests and simulated flights. 

China put its first satellite into orbit in April 1970. ft circled die 
earth playing the revolutionary anthem “The East is Red.” Seven 
satellites have been sent into orbit since then, the last reported in 
January 1978. 

Wenhuibao said the trainee astronauts were performing such 
tests as vibration exercises, centrifugal force experiments, shock 
wave practice, weightlessness tests and simulated flights. 

Last July, the Japanese newspaper Asahi Shimbun quoted two 
visiting Chinese space experts as saying China had plans for 
manned flights but they had not yet taken “concrete shape." 

China was hoping to be able to launch communications satel- 
lites by itself before 1985, the experts were quoted as saying. 
Meanwhile the United States had agreed to launch a television 
satellite for China incorporating some Chinese technology. And 
during talks in Peking earlier this week, U.S. Defence Secretary 
Harold Brown agreed to supply China with a satellite ground 
station. 

China has developed an intercontinental ballistic missile 
(1CBM) under its nuclear weapons programme with a range of 
about 7,000 nautical miles, according to reference works. 

But lack of adequate technology in such fields as computers and 
the miniaturisation of components is believed to be hindering 
progress.

Cuban leader carries out biggest 
government reshuffle in 20 years 


HAVANA, Jan. 12 (R) - Cuban 
President Fidel Castro yesterday 
carried ont his biggest government 
reshuffle in 20 years. 

The changes affect more than 
half of Cuba’s 34 ministers or 
chairmen of institutions with 
ministerial rank. 

But experienced diplomatic 
observers said the reorganisation 
should be seen not as a political 
purge or ideological shift, but as a 
move to tighten up economic effi- 
ciency by further centralising con- 
trol. 

Although ministers have an 
important administrative role in. 
Cuba, ultimate power rests in the 
.hands of the Communist Party, its 
central committee and its polit- 
buro, which remain unchanged. 


The new 
prime minister and first secretary' interior and transport ministere

In yesterday’s shake-up, seven 
ministers were dismissed 
altogether and two switched to 
become newly created ministers 
without portfolio.

Thomson Newspapers acquired 
a majority stake in FP Pub- 
lications, which publishes the 
Toronto-basal National Daily,, 
the Globe and Mail, and seven 
other leading daily newspapers, in 
hectic last-minute bidding. 

Thomson Newspapers bought 
its majority’ holding with a bid of 
Canadian '$164.7 million ($142 
million), which secured 54 per 
cent of FPs voting shares and 79 

Greece calls on 
Turkey to show 
‘understanding’ 
in disputes 

ATHENS, Jan. 12 <R)~ Greek- 
Turkish disputes could be resol- 
ved if Turkey showed under- 
standing, Greek Premier Con- 
stantine Karamanlis told par- 
liament yesterday. 

Mr. Karamanlis, speaking dur- 
ing a foreign policy debate, said 
these dusputes .were now at a 
standstill because, despite 
Greece's efforts, it had not been 
possible to reach a reasonable 
understanding with Turkey. 

The neighbouring countries are 
at odds over territorial rights in 
the Aegean, the Cyprus issue, and * 
Greece’s bid to return to the milit- 
ary wing of NATO, from wich it 
withdrew in August 1974 after the 
Turkish invasion of Cyprus. 

Mr. Karamanlis denied Turkish 
allegations that Greece con- 
sidered the Aegean a Greek lake. 
“Certainly there are international 
waters as well as Turkish ter- 
ritorial waters in the Aegean. 
Turkey has certain although 
limited rights in the Aegean,” he 
said. 

The Greek premier said the 
Aegean is dotted with numerous 
Greek islands which have ter- 
ritorial rights according to inter- 
national law. 

“If we adhere to these prin- 
ciples the issue would be easily 
solved." Mr. Karamanlis said. 

The prime minister said Turkey 
was also responsible for the pro- 
longation of the Cyprus issue. 
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Premier Karamanlis 
“The intercommunal talks could 
not yield the desired results 
because Turkey has failed to 
define its aims,” Mr. Karamanlis 
said. 

He added that the Greek- . 
Cypriots were ready to resume the 
intercommunal talks with a desire 
to achieve a peaceful and reason- 
able solution of the problem. 

Mr. Karamanlis said because of 
international tension, Greece had 
strengthened its armed forces and 
was seeking to reinforce its sec- 
urity bv returning to the NATO 
fold under a special status. 

Under this status, the Greek 
armed forces would stay under 
national command but would 
come under NATO command in 
case of a major East-West con- 
flict. 

The Greek prime minister said' 
Turkey was blocking Greece's 
return to NATO by claiming that 
the operational control of Aegean 
air space should first be solved.

Turkish police station 
attacked, three killed 

ANKARA. Jan. 12 (R)— Three policemen were killed and four 
wounded in a gun and bomb attack on their station in the Mediter- 
ranean town of Iskenderun last night, police said today. 

A group of gunmen first machine-gunned the police station from a 
car and then a bomb went off in the building, they added. 

Police later found the car, which had been stolen, but there was no 
immediate indication of who carried out the attack. 

It was the worst incident of violence in Turkey since the armed 
forces commanders issued an ultimatum to the counties political 
leaders two weeks ago, urging them to halt political killings. 

The military chiefs strongly hinted at a possible military takeover if 
the politicians could not brake the violence, which claimed 2,500 
lives in the past two years. 

The killings are carried out by either left of right-wing extremists.
